Tupan’s army, went to fight the 
Nationalists, .won a medal for 
bravery, and’ collapsed about ten 
days ago, a climax to a series of 
struggles with a disease that in- 
‘yaded his lungs. Officers brought 
him Back to Peking for treatment 
at the P.U.M.C., and when doctors 
tapped and probed the neighbour- 
hood of his: lungs they found very 
little left to keep him alive. Hopd 
was gone and the soldier was sent 
back to barracks. Friends ‘there 
are endenrouring to hide his plight 
from commanders of Wang Chi’s 
Russian gartison, for if it is known 
he will be discharged, and his’ulti- 
mate death will be all the mare 
tragic, without the few necessities 
that he now enjoys.
